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To Residents and Taxpayers of Canaan 


The assessors made some changes this year. Since the town 
had been reassessed in 1971, the valuations were the same ex- 
cept that a $10.00 per acre minimum was used on lard. 


Although three people were actually assessors, the select- 
men participated in many discussions. 

Declaration forms were available for residents and were 
mailed to non-residents. The response to these requests for 
information was good. 


A new type of valuation book meant that the tax bill con- 
sisted of a separate bill for each parcel of land. This method 
of billing lets the taxpayer know just what his different prop- 
erties are costing him as well as simplifies the bookkeeping for 
both the tax collector and the assessor. 

The assessors and selectmen were at the town hall every 
Monday night to conduct town business. The valuation book 
was available to any who wanted to look it over. 


There are new laws that affect assessors and taxpayers. The 
elderly householders tax relief law provides for reimburse- 
ment to elderly taxpayers if their tax is in excess of a per- 
centage of their income. 

The farm and open space law allows land to be classified 
to prevent its being taxed for its development potential. No- 
body in Canaan has yet used this classification system. 

The tree growth tax law limits the assessed value of the 
timberlands. Since these limits are far lower than the $10.00 
minimum, Canaan will lose considerable income from property 
owners who register under this law. 

Tax maps would be a help in assessing Canaan property 
fairly. Undoubtedly there are inaccurate or incomplete de- 
seriptions in the book now. If assessing districts are created, 
keeping an inventory of its taxable property will no longer 
be the town’s job. 

Property owners who do not live in Canaan should put their 
names on their buildings. Assessors must inventory property 
when snow is still on the ground and camps are usually un- 
occupied.

In 1972 the selectmen and assessors tried to evaluate town 
government processes and look forward to the future of the 
town. 


A new bookkeeping system was introduced which we feel 
will increase efficiency and accuracy. 


We feel that property ownership maps would be an asset to 
the town and increase efficiency of record Keeping. Property 
is changing hands fairly rapidly with 80-100 transfers an- 
nually. New residences are being constructed and land is being 
subdivided for development. With a population of 904 and a 
tax commitment of $102,000.00, the tax effect is approximately 
$112.00 per capita. Very little business, industry or agriculture 
is available to broaden the tax base. We have a fairly large 
percentage of older and retired citizens. 


Several recent laws and regulations regarding sewerage 
and waste disposal, shoreland zoning, municipal subdivision, 
forest land and agricultural land taxation will all undoubtedly 
have some effect on our town. 


We believe it is in the best interests of each one of us to be 
aware of what is happening in our community and to work to- 
gether to keep Canaan a good place to live.

LIABILITIES, RESERVES and SURPLUS: Departmental 
balances carried of $60.17 consisted of various operating account 
balances carried forward to 1972 in accordance with legal re- 
quirements or customary practice. 

The unappropriated surplus amounted to $44,440.92, an in- 
crease of $19,737.71. The increase is primarily attributed to the 
net unexpended departmental balances carried to surplus. 


TRUST FUNDS: The trust funds are invested in bank de- 
posits. The total trust funds amounted to $42,497.10 which 
were confirmed by direct correspondence with the depository. 


DEBT FUND: Notes payable of $2,125.00 represent amount 
due on equipment. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The system of internal control was reviewed as pertained 
to the handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. 
Records were checked to determine the accuracy of recording 
cash transactions. 

Cash accounts were verified by reconcilation of bank state- 
ments furnished by the depository or by direct bank confirma- 
tion. Verifications were utilized, on a test basis, to determine 
the correctness of recorded assets. 

An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as 
expenditures and negotiated checks. Voucher payrolls and 
cancelled checks were examined for a selected period. Excise 
tax collections were verified with copies of the receipts re- 
tained by the collector. Debt and trust fund transactions were 
reviewed and verified by confirmation. Surety bond coverage 
was reviewed.
